Raymond, Maine 
A Report of our town’s Sesquicentennial Celebration 


The records of the town of Raymond for the year, 
1953, would not be complete without an account of the 
outstanding day — Sat. July 25th — when the town 
celebrated its sesqui-centennial. 


At a May meeting of the Pythian Past Chief Associa- 
tion, Mrs. Doris Morton called the attention of the 
sisters to the fact that it was our town’s 150th birthday 
and suggested that our society celebrate it in some 
way. I, then, spoke up and said “Since it is a town’ 
birthday, it is a big thing and should be celebrated in 
a big way. 

To start the ball rolling, I suggested that we write 
to all organizations, business men, Summer camps, & 
tourist places, asking them to notify the selectmen of 
their willingness to co-operate in holding such a cele- 
bration. 36 letters were sent out by the P. C. sisters. 


A meeting was called by Selectman Everett Clough 
with 40 persons attending. With great enthusiasm it 
was voted to hold a celebration and a Com. of 4 per- 
sons was chosen by Mr. Clough to attend to all the 
details, excepting time and place which were decided 
upon at the meeting to be Sat. July 25th at the Mem- 
orial Field in Raymond Village. 


Time being short the Com. went right to work under 
the capable leadership of Mr. Nelson Newton and never 
was work so marvelously rewarded. Such splendid co- 
operation of the entire town made this occasion, one to 
be long remembered and one of which the town could 
be justly proud. 

A parade high-lighted the day, witnessed by over 2,000 
people. It worked its way from the Crockett Field up 
Route 302, turning at Mill St. to Memorial Field. There 
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were 49 colorful and unique floats, hundreds of Boys 
and Girls in their gay Camp colors, led by the S..D. 
Warren Band and the 2 Burdge sisters, Lulu and Carol, 
as majorettes. The floats represented all summer camps, 
all historical facts, all types of business enterprises and 
comparisons of life 150 years ago and today. | 

A very fine program was presented at the Memorial 
Field, including a history of our Town written and read 
by Miss Mira Dolley. There were so Many requests for 
copies of this history, that it was decided to have some 
printed. Many sponsors to assure the initial cost of 
printing were found and the history was printed in 
pamphlet form, so that it could be sold at $1.00 each 
(being clear profit) as a benefit for the Raymond Vil- 
lage Union Church. To Jan. Ist. 1954, some 265 copies 
have been sold. There are some still available. 

A very interesting Little League Ball Game, under 
the direction of Chester Winslow followed the program 
with Raymond team winning. Proceeds of the game were 
given to the Little Leaguers. 


The day ended with one of the most informal friend- 
ly, neighborly dances that was ever held in the K.P. hall. 


Needless to say, people had to eat and provisions were 
made for this, by a united group of Ladies of all Ray- 
mond organizations under the direction of Mrs. Helen 
Brown, and after all expenses were deducted, a total 
sum of $120.00 was realized. This sum, by unanimous 
consent, was divided equally, between the Co-operative 
Raymond School and the East Raymond Church. 


It must be noted that no affair of this size, could be 
run, without some expense, so it is with much pleasure 
that the Com. can report that this entire celebration 
was held without any expense to our town. All expense 
was met by the generosity of some of our town people 
and some out-of-town firms and friends, in contribu- 
tions of money, material, workmanship, labor and vol- 
untary co-operation. 
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Some of the expense was also met by the sale of sou- 
venir 150th anniversary pencils. 2,000 of these were pur- 
chased by the Com. The proceeds from the dance (only 
25 cts. per person) was charged also helped to defray 
expenses. 

The town was wonderfully decorated for the occa- 
sion; three large banners for the town, paid for by the 
Com. also all places of business; some of the homes 
paid by individual owners; while the decorations on 
church and postoffice were given as a gift from the 
Portland decorating firm. 


Special mention should be made of the wonderful co- 
operation of our Summer Boys and Girls Camps, under 
the able chairmanship of Mr. Halsey Gulick. 


I regret we cannot mention by name all the people 
who so willingly helped to make this such a great suc- 
cess, but to one and all — a Sincere Thank You. 


A program of the day, a History of the Town, and a 
newspaper clipping are also on file for the Town.

QUOTE :— 


I have eagerly read the sesqui-centennial sketch. I 
have to point out to you that Hawthorne’s Manning 
Uncles are confused. 


The elder one Uncle Richard was the one who be- 
came cripplea, and built the elaborate house to the 
north of the brook, and was buried in the cemetery, 
adjoining. 
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The younger brother, my Grandfather, Robert Man- 
ning, was the one who put his nephew, Nathaniel Haw- 
thorne, through Bowdoin college. Robert Manning be- 
came a well known journalist and in Raymond was 
the builder of the Community House and he was also 
one of the founders of the Massachusetts Horticul- 
tural Society. 

A third brother, still younger, Samuel Manning, was 
active in carrying on the family store.

WARRANT FOR TOWN MEETING 


To David T. Plummer, Constable of Raymond, in the 
County of Cumberland and State of Maine: 


Greetings: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby re- 
quired to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town 
of Raymond, qualified by law to vote in town affairs, 
to meet at the Town Hall in the said town on Tuesday, 
the second day of March, 1954, at 10:00 o’clock in the 
forenoon, to act on the following Articles, to wit:

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the superintending school committee and to the 
citizens of the town of Raymond: 


Greetings: 


I have the honor to submit my tenth annual report. 


No changes were made in the teaching staff this 
year. All our teachers are fully certified according to 
the laws of Maine. Teacher salaries were raised last 
year after the March town meeting when the town 
raised the money necessary for this purpose. This year, 
I recommend raises again as we are lower than neigh- 
boring towns. There are two good reasons to raise salar- 
ies this year. The cost of living is higher than even 
before. The Consumer’s index was for 1950; 102.9 - 
1951; 111 - 1952; 113.5 - Sept. ’52 to Aug. ’53 - 114.1. In 
comparison with other occupations, teaching is not as 
attractive today as it was in 1939, when there was no 
shortage of teachers. Another reason for increasing 
salaries is the constant worsening shortage of teach- 
ers. Average salary paid in Raymond this year is 
$1,950.00 per year. Two get less than this amount and 
two more, depending upon the training of the teacher. 


The new state law requires a town to pay $1,600.00 to 
$1,900.00 for certified teachers; $2,000.00 to $2,400.00 
per year for teachers with three years training; $2,400.00 
to $3,200.00 per year for teachers with four years train- 
ing and with a bachelor’s degree. Hence, all our teach- 
ers are required to get increases in salaries. The law 
requires these increases to be paid at the rate of $300.00 
per year, if the legal increase is more than this amount. 


Conveyance contracts made with Daniel Shaw and 
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Lloyd Martin continue in force. These were made for 
three year periods. Contract rates: $3,060.00 and $3,420,- 
00 per year. 


Lloyd Martin continues as janitor of the Jordan- 
Small School at $1,000.00 per year. 


This fall the School Committee were requested to re- 
open the grades to subprimary children by many par- 
ents. Due to the lack of space and money, the Com- 
mittee felt that this should be discussed at the town 
meeting and the wish of the town ascertained. 


In my opinion, the full year of readiness for five year 
old pupils is a necessary part of teaching and pupils 
not getting this are handicapped in school. Arrange- 
ments should be made to teach these subprimary pupils. 


At the school, some inside painting was done and the 
grading continued with completing a new road and 
walks. It is hoped that the front grounds can be seeded 
and that we can plant some shrubs this next year 


As soon as possible the basement room should be put 
in shape so that it can be used by the pupils.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF 
PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


The success of the Raymond Health Council is proof 
of what can be accomplished when everyone combines 
their efforts and works together to promote a healthy 
community. 


If fundamental health needs are to be met, the in- 
fant and pre-school period should be the foundation 
of a health program. 


Three Child Health Conferences were held in your 
town. These conferences provided a good opportunity 
for all well children under six years of age to have a 
physical examination, and helped parents to recog- 
nize emotional tendencies, so that behavior problems 
can be avoided. 


One of the children, found to have heart murmurs, 
was under a private physician’s care and others were 
referred to their family physician for diagnosis and 
care. Your nurse made home visits to children with thy- 
roid deficiency to encourage the mothers to keep under 
close medical supervision; to encourage, not only} 
mothers, but fathers, where tonsillectomy was recom- 
mended and to assist mothers with nutrition problems. 


One great need is to study the reason why approxi- 
mately 15 other children are not under regular medical 
supervision of the family physician, or do not attend 
the Child Health Conferences. Is it that all mothers do 
not know abou tthe Child Health Conference and that 
the Health Council sponsors it? Do the invitations go 
out early enough to allow mothers to plan their day so 
that they are able to take the children to these con- 
ferences? 
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The school program consists of interviews with alert 
teachers who observe children needing special attention 
and to assist the teachers to develop a program based 
on needs of the pupils at the time. Eyes are re-checKed 
by the nurse when requested by teachers. 


Mrs. Hartley, Chairman of the School Health Pro- 
gram, the teachers and the nurse combined their efforts 
in planning a physical examination for the 4th and 7th 
grades. Ten children in the 1st grade who had not been 
examined before entering school had physical examin- 
ations at this time. The program needs to be streng- 
thened by more parent participation. Special invita- 
tions were sent out by the Chairman, urging the par- 
ents to be present; only 45 per cent of the mothers 
responded. It was noted that it was these parents who 
took immediate action and followed the doctor’s recom- 
mendations. Several children were referred for chest 
x-rays. One child was referred to the State Cardiac 
Clinic for further evaluation on Rheumatic Fever. One 
child was referred to the Crippled Children’s Services 
and one to the Ear Clinic. The nurse made home visits 
to those needing immediate attention. All parents were 
sent notification of the defects found. 


The nurse has assisted individual members of the 
Health Council in planning programs, obtaining con- 
sultants, and suggesting films which should be of in- 
terest to the community. 


Accidents are the greatest hazard in the lives of 
children. Interest has been shown in the 7th and 8th 
grades in wanting to work on a health program with 
special emphasis on accident prevention. 


Plans for the coming year include testing the ears 
with the audiometer and assisting the students to learn 
ways to participate in the community health program. 
I hope, through study, the Health Council will extend 
the program and facilities to include all infants and 
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pre-school children. This would help mothers to attain 
a sense of security for themselves as well as their 


children. 

I would like to take this time to thank the town 
officials, the Health Council and the teachers for their 
interest and support.

It might be interesting to review the work Health 
Council has done since its origin three years ago. 


1. The Council has planned three yearly pre-school 
child health conferences and provided necessary per- 
sonnel to assist Dr. Bischoffberger and Miss Purcell. 


2. The Council has planned yearly school health exa- 
minations and provided necessary personnel to assist 
the medical staff. Each year efforts are made to im- 
prove both of the above programs. 


3. It has had several dumps cleaned up. Dumps are a 
constant problem. They are both unsightly and a 
health menace. We urge everyone to use the dump pro- 
vided by the town instead of the roadside. 


4. An effort has been made %o have all water holes 
fenced in. They must be fixed so firemen can Nave easy 
access to the water in case of fire. We realize this means 
an expense, but we feel it is better to spend a little than 
to lose a child. Two water holes have already been 
fenced in. Is the water hole near you a threat to your 
children’s safety? 


5. The Council has tried without success to find a 
hygienist to give sodium fluoride treatments to the 
school children to help prevent tooth decay. We are 
still working on the problem. 


6. Council members furnish transportation to pre- 
school conferences; cardiac, orthopedic etc. clinics in 
town whenever needed; and take sick children home 
from school if parents are unable to do so. 


7. The Council was responsible for one hundred ten 
people having chest surveys done in Bridgton last year. 
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8. It sponsored and set up an effective and much need- 
ed dental clinic for all school children whose parents | 
wished to have them receive treatment. As this goes to 
press fourteen trips have been made to the office of 
Dr. Taylor in Bridgton. All necessary work should be 
completed at the next visit scheduled for February. 
Those who went a year ago are scheduled to go this 
spring for a second examination and more treatment if 
needed. I should like to thank the teachers for their 
co-operation and especially Mrs. Gibbs who tends to 
the many details and records necessary for the smooth 
functioning of the clinic. 

Dental work has been done as follows: 67 children 
signed up and were examined. 5 of these needed no 
work done. 69 extractions and 159 fillings were done on 
the others. The cost to date has been $350 (dentist $280 
and Lloyd Martin $70.) The town spent $200 and the 
rest was paid by the parents and contributions. The 
Raymond Woman’s Club sponsored all the children who 
were unable to pay anything. We are asking for $200 
again this year in order to keep up this program and to 
provide fluorine treatments also if they can be arranged. 

If the Council is to function effectively, it must have 
more members. Anyone who is interested in the work 
of the Council is welcome to join us. We meet the third 
Tuesday in Sept., Nov., Jan., March, and May in the 
Town Hall at 7:30. We offer you the opportunity to 
serve your community and to make Raymond a more 
healthful place in which to live.

In accordance with Chapter 16, Section 3, Revised 
Statutes of 1944, and at your request, the records of the 
Town of Raymond have been audited for the fiscal year 
ended February 1, 1953. 

The examination was made by Auditor D. M. Strand 
in accordance with generally accepted auditing stan- 
dards that pertain to municipal accounting. Audit ana- 
lysis was on a basis consistent with that of the preced- 
ing year, and included all procedures which were con- 
Sidered necessary. Insofar as could be ascertained with- 
in the scope of the examination, the financial transac- 
tions of the Town appear to have been appropriately 
handled, with such exception as may be noted in the 
accompanying comments. 

Exhibits and schedules incorporated in this report 
present the result of the financial operations of the 
Town for the period designated. A recommendation is 
also offered which is believed to be worthy of your 
consideration.

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COMMENTS 
TOWN OF RAYMOND 
February 2, 1952 to February 1, 1953 


An audit of the books and records of the Town of Raymond has 
been completed for the municipal year ended February 1, 1953. 
The audit included an examination of the financial records main- 
tained by the Assessors, Selectmen, Town Clerk, Treasurer and 
Tax Collector. 


The result of the audit indicates that the municipal officials 
should give consideration to the following suggestion: 
It is the present practice of the tax collector to with- 
hold collections for the purpose of making change. If 
this practice is to be continued a change fund is sug- 
gested for this purpose. 


The examination consisted of a review of cash transactions as 
well as an analysis of available funds and expenditures. The 
result of the year’s operations disclosed that available funds 
exceeded expenditures by $2,225.68. However, overdrafts totaling 
$785.17 were noted, (Exhibit D). Unexpended balances and over- 
drafts are summarized as follows: 


Unexpended Balances $3,010.85 
Overdrafts 785.17 
Net Unexpended Balances $2,225.68 


The Department of Attorney General has advised that over- 
drafts are not permitted by statute except in certain instances 
where emergencies arise in highway activities and’*then only to 
the extent of 15 per cent of the highway appropriation. 


AVAILABLE FUNDS AND EXPENDITURES 


A comparative statement of available funds and expenditures, 
(Exhibit B), disclosed that for the 1952 year, available funds de- 
creased by $24,248.13 as compared with those of the preceding year. 


Expenditures for the same year decreased by $25,992.05. The 
factors contributing to these differences were reviewed with no 
exceptions noted. The following is a summary of the differences 
as compared with the preceding year.

From the examination of the departmental accounts it was 
determined that the unexpended balances carried forward to 
the ensuing year totaled $501.88, (Exhibit D). 


At the year end the unappropriated surplus amounted to $2,340.54 
or a net increase of $2,179.15. This increase was occasioned prin- 
cipally by the excess of available funds over expenditures. 


Debt Fund 


The debt fund, incorporated in the balance sheet as a separate 
fund, reflects the outstanding notes of the town totaling $25,800.00, 
(Schedule A-6), which are to be retired from revenues of future 
years. Notes totaling $3,000.00 matured during the 1952 municipal 
year and were paid from an appropriation of $765.40 plus a re- 
serve of $2,234.60 for that purpose. An additional payment of 
$4,200.00 was also made from the proceeds of the sale of the Isaac 
D. Jordon schoolhouse as authorized at a special town meeting 
held on June 23, 1952. 


Trust Funds 


The examination of the various funds held in trust by the 
town, revealed that funds totaling $5,107.49 were represented by 
time deposits of $2,932.49 and an amount of $2,175.00 was due from 
the general fund. The records disclosed that earnings totaled 
$66.16 for the year and expenditures amounted to $44.00. 


General 


The records of the town clerk disclosed that the transfer of 
$3,500.00 of excise tax monies to the state aid road No. 6 was 
autnorized by a vote of the townspeople. The townspeople further 
authorized the selectmen to transfer excise tax monies to other 
accounts as considered necessary. 


Scope of Audit 


Count of cash was made and records were checked to deter- 
mine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The system of 
internal control was reviewed as pertained to the handling of 
cash and other matters of financial concern. Available funds and 
expenditures were examined by methods and to the extent deemed 
necessary. Letters of verification were utilized to determine the 
correctness of tax and tax lien accounts. Insurance and bond 
coverages were examined. Excise tax collections were verified by 
examination of copies of receipts retained by the collector. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining to 
the financial status of the town. Audit procedures were followed to 
the extent deemed necessary to develop these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and sup- 
porting statements fairly present the financial position of the 
town at February 1, 1953, and the result of its operations for the 
year then ended.

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REPORT OF FIRE CHIEF 


I am happy to report that during the past year we 
had only one small forest fire, due to the wet season.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and to the 
citizens of the Town of Raymond: 


Greetings: 
I have the honor to submit my eleventh annual report. 


No change was made in the teaching staff. Beginning 
in Sepember, the part time services of a Curriculum 
Consultant were secured when the School Committee 
engaged Miss Zelda Gordon in combination with three 
other towns. 


In the five month period considerable progress has 
been reported, and I believe the experiment is proving 
very successful. 


Our emphasis this fall was: (1) To test the reading 
ability of the upper grade pupils ,and determine the 
proper use of instructional materials to use in guiding 
their progress. (2) To hold individual conferences with 
teachers regarding teaching problems. (3) To make 
home calls regarding disturbed children and those who 
are not making good school progress. (4) To administer 
diagnostic tests of achievement, and to offer sugges- 
tions concerning the work to be done by the pupils. 
(5) To set up planning committees for the regular 
teachers’ meetings, which are real work-study con- 
ferences. (6) To determine the needs, and to purchase 
audio-visual equipment, and to build up library read- 
ing for the school. (7) To set up check lists to aid teach- 
ers in making sure of pupil progress in all necessary 
areas; which will also be used in conferences with 
parents. 


We plan to work during this next half year according 
to the following: 


1. Work with individuals who have serious reading 
difficulties. 


2. Administer specific tests where needed. 
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3. Meetings with teachers to discuss promotion poli- 
cies and individual cases. 
4. Hold more work-study conferences. 
We would offer to parents and others an opportunity 
to have parent study groups, meeting weekly. 


Teacher salaries have been increased and need to be 
increased again. The average salary of teachers in Ray- 
mond is about $2,300.00 per year. Out of fifty towns in 
Maine not supporting a high school, with populations 
of 1,000 to 2,499, Raymond ranks twenty-fifth from the 
bottom in average salary, or halfway in the scale. The 
highest average salary paid in this group is $2,800.00 
per year. In order to get and hold good teachers, higher 
salaries must,be paid. There is a real teacher shortage 
which is getting worse each year. 


A new contract for conveyance was made with Mr. 
Shaw by which he obtained a higher price, but bought 
a larger bus, and agreed to convey all pupils (regard- 
less of an extra trip) at this price. This new contract 
was made because of the extra mileage and more child- 
ren to convey. The contract with Mr. Martin was not 
changed. 


One of the high lights of this year was the opening, 
in the late fall, of the lunch room. Due to the efforts 
of many individuals in the town, considerable money 
was raised privately to equip the lunch room. A con- 
tract was made with the state for school lunch aid, 
and the lunch operated without any other financial 
help except what the pupils pay for lunch. In No- 
vember, due to an increased government subsidy for 
increasing the use of fluid milk, extra milk was offered 
to all pupils at three cents per half pint bottle. I want 
to congratulate all those who helped to establish the 
lunch program and who are Keeping it open. 


In the school budget which follows, the Committee is 


asking for increased pay for teachers, continued grad- 
ing of the school grounds, the usual repairs and up- 
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keep, of new ceiling for the lunch room, and more sup- 
plies and equipment. All these items are very much 
needed. 

The tuition amounts vary from year to year, but 
next year we will have the highest number of pupils 
for whom to pay tuition that we have ever had, I think. 
It is a good thing for so many of our pupils to seek a 
high school education. Many should be encouraged to 
continue and obtain a college education. Pupils at- 
tending various high schools in Maine, for whom we 
have paid tuition, are the following:

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PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 
Raymond - 1954 


The success of the Raymond Health Council is proof 
of what can be accomplished when everyone combines 
their efforts and works together to promote a healthy 
community. 


Three Child Health Conferences were held in this 
town. These conferences provided a good opportunity 
for 31 infants and pre-school children under six years 
of age, to have a physical examination and helped the 
parents to recognize remedial defects and to under- 
stand the doctor’s recommendations. At the request of 
the parents, 8 were vaccinated against smallpox and 
20 were immunized against diphtheria, whooping cough 
and tetanus. Follow-up home visits were made to in- 
terpret the doctor’s findings and encourage good medi- 
cal supervision and help the families plan for cor- 
rections. 


The school program consisted of seven visits made to 
the schools and 11 interviews and conferences with the 
teachers, who observed children needing special atten- 
tion, and to assist the teachers to develop a program 
based on the needs of the pupils at the time. The audio- 
meter tests were given to 86 pupils. The audiometer is 
a device to screen normal hearing and to detect pupils 
with any degree in loss of hearing. 


Home visits were made to any family or individual 
who had a health problem. Visits were made in behalf 
of health supervision of pre-natals, infants and pre- 
School children and school children; health problems 
related to tuberculosis, venereal and communicable 
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disease control; and handicapped children with cardiac 
or orthopedic involvement. 


I wish to thank the members of the Raymond Health 
Council, town officials, school personnel and parents 
who supported the public health nurse and participated 
in the health activities of Raymond.

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RAYMOND HEALTH COUNCIL 


During the past year 5 dental clinics were held in 
Dr. Taylor’s office. The following was accomplished: 41 
children attended, 5 needed no treatment, the others 
received a total of 75 fillings and 15 extractions. These 
clinics serve a vital need and we hope that it will be 
possible to continue them. 


The following is copied from a report sent by the 
Department of Dental Health in Augusta, “The first 
project fer prevention of dental decay through appli- 
cations of sodium fiuoride solution to erupted teeth 
and dental health education in mouth care practices 
was carried out in November 1954 for the children of 
your community. A registered dental hygienist from 
the State Department of Health and Welfare devoted 
10 days to this project that included 51 elementary and 
pre-school aged children. 


In communities where this type of program has op- 
erated for several years, 25 to 35 percent of the child- 
ren, 3 years after applications of sodium fluoride solu- 
tion, show no new decay in permanent teeth so pro- 
tected.” 


The sodium fluoride treatments were given free of 
charge to the children. To pay for them we spent $20.00 
from the dental money appropriated at town meeting 
last year and $80.00 from contributions. We wish to 
thank the following for their assistance:

In accordance with Chapter 16, Section 3, Revised 
Statutes of 1944, and at your request, the records of the 
Town of Raymond have been audited for the fiscal year 
ended February 1, 1954. 


The examination was made by Auditor D. M. Strand 
in accordance with generally accepted auditing stand- 
ards that pertain to municipal accounting. Audit analy- 
sis was on a basis consistent with that of the preceding 
year, and included all procedures which were consider- 
ed necessary. Insofar as could be ascertained within 
the scope of the examination, the financial transac- 
tions of the Town appear to have been appropriately 
handled, with such exceptions as may be noted in the 
accompanying comments. 


Exhibits and schedules incorporated in this report 
present the result of the financial operations of the 
Town for the period designated. A recommendation is 
also offered which is believed to be worthy of your 
consideration.

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COMMENTS 
TOWN OF RAYMOND 
February 2, 1953 to February 1, 1954 


An audit of the books and records of the Town of Raymond has 
been completed for the municipal year ended February 1, 1954. 
The audit included an examination of the records maintained by 
the various town officers. 


The examination included a review of cash transactions and 
an analysis of available funds and expenditures. The result of 
the year’s operations revealed that available funds exceeded 
expenditures by $3,687.94. 


ASSETS 


The cash balance totaling $8,767.31 was reconciled with the 
bank statement furnished by the National Bank of Commerce of 
Portland, Maine. 


Transactions affecting taxes, tax liens and tax acquired property 
were reviewed. Unpaid accounts were reconciled with the bal- 
ances shown on the records of the selectmen. 


LIABILITIES 


An amount of $2,175.00, shown as due the trust fund from the 
general fund, represents the permanent school fund which was 
used by the town in prior years. 


AVAILABLE FUNDS AND EXPENDITURES 


An analysis of the comparative statement of available funds 
reflects a decrease of $7,243.78, as compared with the previous 
year. This decrease was reflected principally in the sale of pro- 
perty account and appropriation carrying balances. 


Expenditures for the same period decreased by $8,706.04 which 
was noted principally in a reduction of cost of roads and bridges 
and the payment on school notes. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 


The examination of the appropriation accounts reflected unex- 
pended balances of $2,231.75 which were carried forward to the 
ensuing year, (Exhibit D). 


The unappropriated surplus totaled $6,137.95, an increase of 
$3,797.41 for the year. This increase was occasioned principally by 
the excess of available funds over expenditures. 


DEBT FUND 


The debt fund, incorporated in the balance sheet as a separate 
fund, reflects the outstanding school notes of the town total- 
ing $22,800.00 which are to be retired from revenues of future years. 
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TRUST FUNDS 


The examination of the various funds held in trust by the town, 
totaling $5,151.18 were represented by time deposits of $2,976.18 
and an amount of $2,175.00 representing the permanent school 
fund, which was due from the general fund. Interest at 6%, on 
the permanent school fund which was used by the town in prior 
years, has been appropriated and credited to the school account. 


GENERAL 


The records of the town clerk show that a transfer of $3,500.00 
of excise tax monies to the state aid road No. 6 was authorized by 
a vote of the townspeople. The townspeople further authorized 
the selectmen to transfer excise tax monies to other accounts as 
considered necessary. 


Transfers were also made by authority of the selectmen from 
the overlay to abatements and discounts on taxes accounts in the 
amounts of $24.90 and $626.91 respectively. It is suggested that all 
transfers should be authorized by a vote of the townspeople. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and records were checked to determine 
the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The system of in- 
ternal control was reviewed as pertained to the handling of cash 
and other matters of financial concern. Available funds and 
expenditures were examined by methods and to the extent deem- 
ed necessary. Letters of verification were utilized to determine the 
correctness of tax and tax lien accounts. Insurance and bond 
coverages were reviewed. Excise tax collections were verified by 
examination of copies of the receipts retained by the collector. 
Invoices and cancelled checks substantiating expenditures for a 
selected period were test checked with no exceptions noted. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining 
to the financial status of the town. Audit procedures were followed 
to the extent deemed necessary to develop these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and support- 
ing statements fairly present the financial position of the town at 
February 1, 1954, and the result of its operations for the year 
then ended. 
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
